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DETAILED ACTION 

The specification is objected to as being improper. Tine reference to claims 1 
and 2 on page 6 of the specification and to claim 3 on page 7 is improper. The 
specification should support the claims and not vice versa. Correction is required. Also 
"four" in line 4 of paragraph 0003 should be "two". 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl<ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Japanese reference 6-14193 in view of either Japanese reference 4-1071 1 1 or 
2000-344134. 

Japanese reference 6-14193 contains all claimed elements except the drive train. 

Japanese reference 4-10711 discloses a rear engine 16, transmission 20, front 
axle housing 21 , transfer 24 and drive shaft 25. 

Japanese reference 2000-344134 discloses an engine 31, transmission 33, 
transfer case 34 and an unlabeled drive shaft extending between the front wheels and 
34. 

It would have been obvious to use any conventional drive train including a drive 
train as taught by Japanese reference 6-14193 or 2000-344134 in Japanese reference 
6-14193 since 6-4193 does not disclose the details of his drive train. 
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Regarding claim 2, it is conventional to use a differential gear arrangement in a 
differential housing. This arrangement utilizes a beveled gear rotatable about the drive 
shaft axis and beveled gears rotatable about the axis of each axle. It would have been 
obvious to use such a differential gear arrangement in Japanese reference 6-14193 as 
modified by either Japanese reference 4-1071 1 1 or 2000-344134 since as noted above 
such an arrangement is conventional and the references do not disclose the gearing 
arrangement in their differentials. Note either axle gear would meet the claimed bevel 
gear in claim 2.
